[iroshima. The biggest bomb in 
ie U.S. arsenal is believed to 
ave a force of perhaps 20 mil- 
on tons.

Khrushchev told the congress

Khrushchev said the Soviet Un- 
m will not insist on signing a 
erman peace treaty by the end 
; this year—as he had threatened 
iriier—“it 
the Western powers 
isplay 
readiness to settle

erman problem.” 
But the Soviet premier declared 
lat “the German peace treaty 
iust be and will be signed, wun, 


the Western powers or without 
them.” And he reiterated that the 
treaty must end the Western Al­ 
lied occupation of West Berlin and 
convert it into a “free demilitar­ 
ized” city. 
He called once again lor con­ 
clusion of a peace treaty with 
both West and East Germany and 
said both should be admitted to 
the United Nations. 
He also demanded “genuinely ! 
equal rights in all U.N. agencies 
for the three groups of states that 
have come into being in the world 
—socialist (Communist), neutral-1 
ist and imperialist.” And he once 
more demanded that Red China 
get its “legitimate rights” in the 
United Nations. 
On the question of a German 
peace treaty, 
Khrushchev 
said: 
“The Soviet government as be- 
fore insists on the speediest solu­ 
tion of the German problem, it 
is against putting it off to infinity. 
“If the Western powers displa} 
readiness to settle the German 
problem, the question of the time 
limit for the signing of a German 
peace treaty will not be so ma­ 
terial; we shall not insist that the 
peace treaty be signed 
by all 
means before Dec. 31, 1961.” 
Khrushchev 
said 
that judging 
from Soviet f oreign Minister An­ 
drei A. Gromyko’s recent talks 
with President Kennedy and Bri­ 
tain’s

Macmillan, “we had the impres­ 
sion

NO EXCISE TAX FREEZE ON FOOD STORAGE LOCKER 


The law says that any “vault, safe, box or other receptai le 
of not more than 40 cu. ft. capacity" used for safekeeping cr 
storage of jewelry, plate, money, specie, bullion, stocks, 
bonds, securities, valuable papers, or other valuable personal 
property, shall be regarded as a safe deposit box. 
On such boxes, the rental is subject to a 10 percent Federal 
excise tax. In fiscal 1960, this tax brought in $6.4 million 
to the Federal government. 
The taxpayer got a break however, when the Internal Reve­ 
nue Service recently ruled this tax does not annly to pa* 
mentg made for lockers used for storing frozen food.

“It is apparent that the views 
expressed are not shared by the 
other members of President Ken­ 
nedy’s Peace Corps now in Ni­ 
geria and that the American Em­ 
bassy deplores this irresponsible 
act by a young American citi­ 
zen.”

Prem ier Khrushchev says the So­ 
viet Union will explode Oct. JI 
would dig a hole 400 feet de©*) and 
a mile and a half wide and kill 
almost all persons within seven 
miles unless they were in well- 
constructed underground shelters. 
This was the estimate given by 
Dr. Ralph Lapp, a nuclear scien­ 
tist when questioned by a report­ 
er after Khrushchev told of plans 
for firing a bomb with the equiva­ 
lent of 50 million tons of TNT. 
Lapp used Washington for an 
example and the White House as 
an impact point in giving his esti­ 
mate 
of 
damage. 
His 
figures 
would mean that most of the fed­ 
eral government buildings would 
be within the area he said would 
be 
instantly 
conx*erted 
into 
a 
gigantic crater. 
He said all wood fram e houses 
within 16 miles—all of Washing­ 
ton—would be destroyed. In addi­ 
tion Lapp continued, brick struc­ 
tures within IO miles would be
